A resolution was introduced authorizing 


the committee on Jands and buildings to 
purchase land adjoining the Career\ street 
school hou.u6, tlie same to be used in con- 
nection with the present school land, as a 
lot on u-hicli to erect a. ne\v brick school 
liou.se to meet the demands of that section 
of the city.

Accounts Cominlttco In Evidence. 


Councilman Hall etc introduced a reso- 


lution uinjju\vering the committee on ac- 
counts to audit the books of every city 
oJHcial who receives and expends money. 


CoiiucilinaiL Halletl in support of the 


resolution suid that there arc officials re- 
ceiving money whobe accounts arc never 
audited. He instanced City Clerk Dad- 
man, who lie claimed receives moiiey 
which he turns over to the treasurer, but 
his books are never audited.

Councilman Hunton suggested that all 


the clerics in city'hall be discharged and 
let r.he committee on accounts run the city. 


Councilman Xay arose to favor the reso- 


lution. He wished to.cost no reliections 
on auy one, but he said the superintend- 
ent of streets, superintendent of buildings, 
superintendent ot schools, city clerk, the 
janitor of Huntington hall and others 
receive money and their accouuta are 
never audited.

money thuj' receive or not?" inquired the 
councilman. 


Councilman ^Eiskella raised the point of 


order that the speaker was drifting away 
from the loatter under discussion nnd deal- 
ing in generalities and reflections. 


President "NVeb.ster said that he was in- 


clined to believe that Councilman Nay's 
remarks were in order and the latter waa 
allowed to proceed. 


It became evident that the particular 


drive in the matter was directed against 
Huntington Hall. 


Councilman Houn.sell said lie did not 


object to tlie resolution but he considered 
every other committee in the council as 
honest and competent as the committee 
on accounts. He did not like to see the 
latter committee reject bills that have 
been approved by other committees. 


Councilman Xay wanted to know what 


need there is of a committee on accounts 
if it cannot pass,on all bills. 


lIunLlnffton Hall Under "Fire. 


The renl object and intent of the reso- 


lution wns " revealed when Councilman 
Hounsellinquired how, by examining the 
accounts one can. learn whether or not tlie 
janitor'of Hunting ton Hall- received $40 
or S25.'

Pretoria, April 29.—The trial of John 


Hays Hammond, the American mining 
engineer; 
Colonel Francis 
Rhodes, 


brother of Cecil Rhodes, ex-premier of 
the Cape Colony; Lionel Phillips, George 
Farrar»ancl others, who were arrested at 
Johannesburg upon charges 'of treason 
in being active members of the Johan- 
nesburg reform union, .which was held 
to have instigated Dr. Jameson's raid, 
ended yesterday In the sentencing of 
five of the leaders of the so-called reform 
-.movement to death. . 


Phillips, Rhodes and Farrar pleaded 


guilty of high treason on Friday last, 
and Ha,mmond,'who was sick and not in 
court on that day, made a similar plea 
Monday. This course. It was thought, 
would have the effect -to mitigate the 
severity of their sentence, but It turns 
out that it did not.

death are:

John Hays Hammond, George Farrar, 
Charles Leonard and Lionel Phillips. 


Colonel Francis "W. Rhodes is a brother 


^* Cecil Rhodes, formerly premier of 


• :ape Colony, and an official of the Brlt- 
jCh. Chartered South African company. 


Percy Farrar is a newspaper proprie- 


tor and owner of Country Life, published 
at Johannesburg-. 
; Lionel Phillips la the president of the 
Chamber of Mines of Johannesburg. 


A late cable dispatch from Johannes- 


burg states that in addition to the sen- 
tence of death passed upon the leaders 
of the reform committee, 00 other mem- 
bers have been sentenced to two years' 
imprisonment, a fine it £2000 (510.000) 
and three years subsequent banishment. 
,'- The dispatch adds that there is great 
excitement in Johannesburg-, and unless 
JLh'e sentences! are spedily commuted 
trouble is expected. 
jL'John Hays Hammond, the American 
fnlning engineer, who, with flve other 
members of the reform committee, had 
been sentenced to death in the Trans- 
vaal, is now about 39 years old. He waa 
educated at Yale and at Freiburg. He 
Erst made himself conspicuous by his 
.jrork In the service-'of the federal gov- 
ernment. -Through his connection with 
the Sonora mines In Mexico he became 
loiown In Europe, and was secured by 
the Rhodes company for work in the 
Transvaal at a salary of $5000 a month. 
Being In the company's employ, he 
naturally became Identified with Its in- 
. terests. TVhen the TJItlanders expressed 
their fllssatlsfaction at the Transvaal 
government by plotting for an overthrow 
of that government, it fell to the Char- 
tered company to furnish the ringlead- 
ers in the plot and of course Ham- 
mond's name was drawn into the affair. 


The strongest count against the Amer- 


ican seems to lie in the indisputable 
fact that, when an appeal from Johan- 
nesburg for aid was sent to Jameson 
by the Ultlanders, Hammond's name 
•was among the signatures to the docu- 
ment. This appeal, which was signed 
by Messrs. Leona.rd, POiodes, Phillips, 
Hammond (the American) and Farrar, 
besought Dr. Jameson to come to their 
aid at no distant period, when there 
might be a conflict'betwen the govern- 
ment and the Ultlander population. The 
sentence as it was written ran thus; 
"We feel we are Justified In taking steps 
to prevent the shedding of blood and to 
insure the protection o£ our rights. It 
is under these circumstances that -we 
feel constrained to call upon you to come 
to our aid should disturbance arise 
here." 


But in the.letter as read by Dr. Jame- 


son, and certainly as it was printed In 
this country, the full stop was put after 
•'aid" instead of "here—." "It Is under 
these circumstances that we feel con- 
strained to call upon you to come to our 
aid." 


The next sentence runs on, "Should 


disturbances arise, here, circumstances 
are so extreme thatVe cannot avoid this 
step, and we cannot but believe that you 
and the men under you will not fail to 
come to the rescue," etc. 


Thus, by this awkward transposition 


of a full stop, what was intended to be a 
summons _to be re'ad in case of disturb- 
ance arising, was read as If it were an 
urgent summons to come at once. 


No other examination that has yet 


been vouchsafed explains how it was 
that Jameson immediately.on receiving 
this letter saddled his horse and rode off 
to Johannesburg. Much criticism has 
been made of the alleged cowardly ac- 
tion of the Uitlanders when they heard 
of Jameson's coming.. Instead of com- 
ing and meeting him half way, as w.is 
evidently planned, they remained safely 
in Johannesburg, and when news of the 
"defeat of the. raiders reached the city 
John Hays Hammond was the first to 
run up the Transvaal flag-.

"Washington. April 29.—When Senator 


Stewart,-'who Is a personal friend of 
Jlr. Hammond, heard of his conviction, 
he immediately set to work to prepare 
a petition In Mr. Hammond's behalf, 
which he had circulated among senators 
and members of the house. The peti- 
tion is addressed to President Kruger, 
and Is a plea for pardon.. It sets forth 
the high character of the accused, and 
states that his family and.associations 
here were of the best, and while it is con- 
ceded by the'petitioners that the crime 
to which he Ufl3 pleaded guilty is a most 
serious one, and directed against a gov- 
ernment 'for,which the signers have a 
high regard, .they still ask.^s an act of 
clemency, that the offense be condoned 
and the prisoner liberated.. 


The petition was signed by all to

In 
view of the unimpeachable character of 
Mr. Hammond in his own country and 
his standing of his-Sriends and relations, 
we earnestly ask for .your most kindly 
consideration. If your excellency would 
extend to him a pardon for his offences 
against your government, we would 
esteem it an especial compliment to us 
as well as to the people oE the United 
States.

Hammond's case was referred to in 


cabinet 
meeting- y-ogterday, and al- 


though the state department author- 
ized no statement concerning his case 
further than maklng'publlc a cablegram 
from Vice Consul Knight, predicting a 
commutation of sentence, it cannot be 
doubted that the government will do all 
in Its power to secure an amelioration of 
Hammond's sentence, inasmuch as he is 
regarded as rather the victim oC circum- 
stances than as a deliberate conspirator 
a.galnst the Boer government. 
It is be- 


lieved, however, that even before the ma- 
chinery of the department can be set In 
motion Hammond's sentence will have 
been commuted. 


It Is felt at the state department that 


It has been criticised rather unjustly in 
congress and elsewhere upon Its conduct 
of Hammond's case. The complaint that 
U has worked through British officials to 
secure fair treatment for the American 
prisoner, it is stated,'is made in ignor- 
ance ol! the requirements of International 
law. The United States .has no diplo- 
matic representative 
whatever In the 


Transvaal, nor can it have so long as the 
foreign relations of tliat country are con- 
fined by treaty to Great Britain, aid It 
would.be a manifest violation of pro- 
prlety and International law for the 
United States to ignore Great Britain-In 
this matter, and particularly so In view 
ot the alacrity with which the British 
government has. responded to our re- 
quest 1'or the protection of Americana In 
the Tr:insvaal. 


Excitement at ,Tolmmiesl>UTg. 


Johannesburg, April 29.—The trial of 


the reform committee which has been 
going im In Pretoria Is probably.of more 
interest to Johannesburg than to any- 
where «lse In the world. Its outcome has 
been awaited with an Interest which 
was almost a suspense. The sentences 
has been a great shock here. The cen- 
ter of the. town Is thror.ged with excited 
groups, ar.d every person In the com- 
munity is engaged In eager discussion 
of the news. Apparently no one can 
bring himself to believe that the sen- 
tences will be carried out, and It is the 
very general opinion that they will be 
at least commuted. 
Notwithstanding 


these expressions of assurances, how- 
ever, everybody shows the utmost anxr? 
lety as to the decision of the executive. 
In whose hands the fate of the prisoners 
now lit:s. The sentiment of this place 
is almost -wholly with the men who have 
been on trial, but the greatest sym- 
pathy-Is expressed for those prisonerd 
who took an Inactive part In the move- 
ment, but who have still been condemned 
to-suffer equally with the others. The

closed, as no one finds tlme^jr Inclination 
for anything but to discuss^the start- 
ling intelligence from Pretoria."" No

There was a pause In the busy rush 


on the levee, men gathered in hushed 
groups at the river bank, 
hat wan doH'ed as four

\vomcn made their way through the 
expectant throng to the landing of the 
Paul Tulane. 


"Who were they? 
Ah! who can tell 
the Identity of the Sisters, of Charity— 
those sweet, soft-voiced women 
who 


move along the rough paths of the 
world making.r.o louder noise than the 
rustle of an angel's wings, with 'the 
light of heaven in their eyes, and the 
touch of the unseen world in their gen- 
tle hands. 


And these four nuns? They were 
heroines every one of them, albeit they 
went so quietly on their way yester- 
day afternoon, taking up with willing 
hands a-nd of 
their own 
volition 
a 
work at which the heart oC.the strong- 
est man might quail. It was the sun- 
set hour, the last rays lit up with an 
aureole of splendor the big ships lying 
at their moorings, as the little group

President Kruger's reply-to the invita- 
tion of the British government, through 
the secretary of state for the colonies, 
Joseph Chamberlain, to visit Enpland 
and discuss matters connected with the 
Transvaal and Its future, is a volumi- 
nous document and plainly Indicates the 
firm attitude assumed by the Boer 
statesman, who does not yield In the 
ellshtest. 


The president begins by stating that 


his visit to England has always de- 
pended upon the settlement of a basis of 
discussion and he regrets that the basis 
has not yet been reached. Continuing, he 
says: 


"In friendly spirit the government saw 


clearly and recorded Its opinion' that no 
foreign . Interference in - the Internal 
affairs of the republic could be allowed. 
Mr. Chamberlain admits the Justice of 
this position, yet 'he Intimates that 
Great Britain desires that particular In- 
ternal measures be taken by the Trans- j 
•vaal. The latter cannot allow to pass 
unnoticed 
the 
expression "admitted 


grievances.' and. however well meant 
and observate, this government must ex- 
press regret that having intimated Its 
desire for the reconsideration of . the 
London convention. .In consequence of

The Citizen this morning gives Alder- 


man Flemings' story of the horse deal 
which sheds u new light upon tlie work- 
ings o£ the street department. 
According 


to the Citizen Alderman Flemings says 
that betore his departure tor Washington 
it was understood no meeting would be 
held In his absence, hut that there should 
be a meeting April 15, the day alter the 
one on which he would return. 


Now from the third to the 15th is less 


than two weeks, but during that time 
there were Informal conferences of the 
members, 'and it was intima:ed to the 
clerk, Mr. Bowers, that'll meeting ol the 
committee WHS desirable. 


Mr. Bowers preferred not to call the 


meeting In the absence of the chairman, 
but a meatins was culled- and held on 
Monday evening, the 13tli, the very night 
when Alderman Flemings v.-as on the Fall 
Klver boat coming back from >~ow York. 


Aldsrmau Puvejt presided at this meet- 


ing. 
Alderman Flemings was told later 


that a motion "was made by Councilman 
George that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to sell such horses as the depart- 
ment did not need, and to purchase such 
others as the department required. 
The 


luotion was parsed and the sub-committee 
appointed consisted of Councilmen George, 
Ennton and Moguire. 


But it was n committee of extraordinary 


business capacity. 
Why, by noon the 


next day the entire lot o£ 16 horses had 
been bought It is said, and by aftornoou 
they bad arrived In the city. 


Alderman Flemings returned to town 


tuul In the afternoon and happened to meet 
Supt. 
Cheney. . .The -latter . inquired 


•whether ha'had seen, the horses. 


"NVhat horses?" inquired the aston- 


ished chairman. 


""Why, the horses the street committee 


bought," was the reply." The chairman 
started out to look up his committee. 


On April 18, nine horses were sold to 


make room for sixteen. 


Only five of these were pronounced as 


•unfitted for work'by'Svipt. Cheney, ad that 
nl the other lour some were perhaps as 
good for the department as-any of the new 
horses, but nevertheless, they were sold 
for less than a third of the price of one of 
the new horses. 


And thus the work of "financial re- 


form" goes, right along, every reformer 
apparently endeavoring to raise the tax 
tale as high as possible and jump over the 
debt limit while it is within'easy rench 
Meanwhile everybody waits for the next 
move on tfie "reform" chess board.

ricts. 


According to this plan, Wards Five and 
'ine are to be taken out ol tlie..seventh 


district and added to the-nfth district.' To 


ffsot this withdrawal, Chelmsford 'and 
Dracnt are to be added to the seventh did- 
rict 


Ward five ia democratic by about 700 


majority. Ward nine has a republican 
majority of about 200. By taking these 
.wo wards out of the seventh district the 
Iftmocrats will lose about 500 voles,which 
vil] cut no figure in the solidly republi- 
can tilth district. Dracut is republican by 
100 or more and CUelmsford goes republi- 
can by 300. These two towns will add a 
iiajorlty of 400 republican votes to the 
seventh district, so that the net loss to the 
democrats in the seventh district will be 
at lc;aat HOO votes.

«orl; in the service of the federal gov- 
ernment. Through his connection with 
the Sonora mines In Mexico he became 
known In KuropD, and was secured 'by 
the Rhodes company for work In the 
Transvaal at a salary of S5000 a month. 
Bflnp In the company's employ, he 
naturally became Identified with Its in- 
trr?.ils.- When the Ultlanclers expressed 
their dissatisfaction at the Transvaal 
povemment by plotting for an overthrow 
of that government, it fell to the Char- 
tered company to furnish the ringlead- 
ers In the plot, and of course Ham- 
mond's nairn; was drawn Into the affair.

'admitted 


grievances,' and. however well meant 
and observate, this government must ex- 
press regret that having intimated Its 
desire for the reconsideration of the 
London convention, in consequence of

Pueblo, Luevo, Pltal, Momotombo and 
Canas from the rebels, the government 
now controls the eastern part of the Leon 
railroad. Three officers and some men 
were killed on the government side, 
while 20 officers and 500 men among the 
rebels 
were 
slaughtered.

Zelaya and General Paiz led the gov- 
ernment force. 
Two thousand rebels 


are surrounded in Momotombo, and un- 
less they escape within 24 hours they 
may be killed. Five thousand rifles and 
a Krupp gun with ammunition arrived 
at Graytown, on special steamer, for the 
government. 
Two thousand rifles and 


ammunition have also arrived by^spe- 
cial train from Salvador. Hundreds of 
families have escaped from the rebel 
city of Leon and gone to Salvador and 
Guatemala. The surrender of the rebels
